Authorization  to  increase  the  District's  Revolving  Fund  Account  to 
$200,000 

President  and  Members: 

The  District  currently  has  a  Revolving  Fund  Account  in  the  amount  of  $50,000 
deposited  at  Wells  Fargo  Bank,  Civic  Center  Office.   The  account  is  used  to  pay  vendors  for  minor 
purchases  of  services  and/or  materials,  and  to  reimburse  employees  for  travel,  mileage,  and  petty 
cash  expenditures. 

In  recent  years,  there  have  been  more  checks,  and  for  larger  amounts,  paid  out  of 
the  Revolving  Fund  Account  due  to: 

(1)  the  limit  on  Revolving  Fund  purchases  was  increased  from  $150  to  $200; 

(2)  greater  volume  of  Revolving  Fund  purchases; 

(3)  AB1 725  Staff  Development  Program  tuition  and  travel  reimbursements. 

There  have  been  many  instances  when  checks  had  to  be  held  up  because  the  fund 
balance  was  very  low  because  vouchers  to  replenish  the  fund  have  not  yet  been  processed  and 
paid  by  the  Controller's  Office. 

The  previous  limit  of  $50,000  has  been  eliminated  by  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the 
California  Community  Colleges,  in  accordance  with  the  1 993  Edition  of  their  Budget  and 
Accounting  Manual. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

WHEREAS:        The  current  amount  of  $50,000  in  the  Revolving  Fund  Account  is 
inadequate  for  the  purpose  intended; 

WHEREAS:        The  Board  of  Governors  of  the  California  Community  Colleges  has 
eliminated  the  previous  limit  of  $50,000;  now 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  the  Chancellor  and/or  Vice 

Chancellor,  Administration,  are  hereby 
authorized  to  increase  the  Revolving  Fund  Account  to  $200,000,  and  to  execute  all 
documents  necessary  to  fund  and  record  this  increase  on  the  accounts  of  the  San 
Francisco  Controller  and  the  SFCCD.

On  March  26,  1992,  the  Governing  Board  by  Resolution  No.  920326-B5  authorized 
a  contract  with  KITT  (Kristensen  International  Travel)  for  travel  and  educational  program 
arrangements  for  an  excursion  to  Guadalajara,  Mexico,  June  21  through  July  25,  1992.   The 
contract  was  successfully  completed  during  the  Summer  of  1992. 

This  year,  City  College  of  San  Francisco  International  Education  Department 
requested  a  bid  from  KITT  for  a  similar  program  (1/2  weeks  shorter)  at  the  Universidad  Autonoma 
in  Guadalajara. 

The  1992  cost  for  Mexico  was  $1619. 

The  1993  cost  for  Mexico  is  $1272. 

In  spite  of  the  30%  rate  of  inflation  in  Mexico,  KITT  has  given  a  price  of  $1272, 
which  includes  4  hours  of  instruction  a  day,  airfare,  and  lodgings  with  full  board. 

The  students  gave  high  praise  for  the  professional  services  of  the  1 992  contractor 
KITT,  who  is  seeking  contract  renewal.    Given  the  high  rate  of  inflation  in  Mexico,  the  cost  is 
extremely  reasonable  and  more  affordable  to  a  larger  number  of  students. 

Based  upon  the  criteria  of  our  requirements,  their  competitive  price,  policies,  and 
professional  performance  in  1 992,  a  contract  with  the  firm  of  KITT  is  recommended  to  provide  the 
necessary  travel  and  educational  program  arrangements  for  the  Summer,  1 993  Spanish  Language 
in  Guadalajara,  Mexico. 

The  following  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

RESOLVED:    That  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  conduct  an 

excursion  to  Guadalajara,  Mexico,  Summer  1993,  in  connection  with 
an  instructional  program  in  Spanish  language  and  culture,  provided  that  the 
excursion  be  conducted  in  conformance  with  applicable  laws.

President  and  Members: 

City  College  of  San  Francisco  has  been  invited  to  continue  as  a  member  of  the  Child 
Development  Training  Consortium. 

The  Consortium  was  established  in  1 983  to  provide  cost  effective  training  to  eligible 
staff  employed  in  programs  funded  by  Child  Development  Division  to  obtain  the  Children's  Center 
Instructional  Permit.    With  the  infusion  of  Federal  Block  Grant  dollars  this  eligibility  has  been 
expanded  to  include  individuals  employed  in  other  child  development  settings. 

The  Consortium  is  funded  through  the  California  Department  of  Education,  Field 
Services  Branch,  Child  Development  Division.   Yosemite  Community  College  District  is  the  prime 
contractor  who  then  sub-contracts  with  each  participating  campus.   City  College  of  San  Francisco 
has  been  asked  to  continue  its  participation  as  a  sub-contractor. 

Income  to  the  college  is  generated  by  student  units  earned  in  specified  courses 
taken  by  eligible  participants.    For  each  unit  the  college  receives  $25.00.   The  income  can  be  used 
to  fund  additional  special  classes,  reimburse  tuition  costs,  purchase  supplies,  etc. 

City  College  of  San  Francisco  has  agreed  to  conduct  college  credit  courses  needed 
for  licensing  child  development  personnel.  This  activity  will  occur  between  January  13,  1993  and 
May  31,  1993.

Adoption  of  Nonresident  Tuition  Fee  Rate  in  Grades  13  and  14  for 
the  Fiscal  Year  1993-94 

President  and  Members: 

California  Education  Code  Section  76140  reads  as  follows: 

"A  community  college  district  may  admit  and  shall  charge  a  tuition  fee  to 
nonresident  students.   The  district  may  exempt  from  all  or  parts  of  the  fee: 

(a)  All  nonresidents  who  enroll  for  six  or  fewer  units.    Exemptions  made 
pursuant  to  this  subdivision  shall  not  be  made  on  an  individual  basis;  or 

(b)  Any  nonresident  who  is  both  a  citizen  and  resident  of  a  foreign  country, 
provided  that  the  nonresident  has  demonstrated  a  financial  need  for  the  exemption 
and  not  more  than  10  percent  of  the  nonresident  foreign  students  attending  any 
community  college  district  may  be  so  exempted.    Exemptions  made  pursuant  to  this 
subdivision  may  be  made  on  an  individual  basis. 

A  district  may  contract  with  a  state,  a  county  contiguous  to  California,  the 
federal  government,  a  foreign  country,  or  an  agency  thereof,  for  payment  of  all  or  a 
part  of  a  nonresident  student's  tuition  fee. 

Attendance  of  nonresident  students  shall  not  be  reported  as  resident  FTES 
for  state  apportionment  purposes,  except  as  provided  by  statute  in  which  case  a 
nonresident  tuition  fee  may  not  be  charged. 

The  nonresident  tuition  fee  shall  be  set  by  the  governing  board  of  each 
community  college  district  not  later  than  February  1  of  each  year  for  the  succeeding 
fiscal  year.    Such  fee  may  be  paid  in  installments,  as  determined  by  the  governing 
board  of  the  district. 

The  fee  established  by  the  governing  board  pursuant  to  the  preceding 
paragraph  shall  represent  for  nonresident  students  enrolled  in  30  semester  units  or 
45  quarter  units  of  credit  per  fiscal  year  (a)  the  amount  which  was  expended  by  the 
district  for  the  current  expense  of  education  as  defined  by  the  California  Community 
College  Budget  and  Accounting  Manual  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  increased  by  the 
projected  percent  increase  in  the  United  States  Consumer  Price  Index  as  determined 
by  the  Department  of  Finance  for  the  current  fiscal  year  and  succeeding  fiscal  year 
and  divided  by  the  total  full-time  equivalent  students  (including  nonresident 
students)  attending  in  the  district  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  or  (b)  the  current 
expense  of  education  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  of  all  districts  increased  by  the 
projected  percent  increase  in  the  United  States  Consumer  Price  Index  as  determined 
by  the  Department  of  Finance  for  the  current  fiscal  year  and  succeeding  fiscal  year 
and  divided  by  the  total  full-time  equivalent  students  (including  nonresident 
students)  attending  all  districts  during  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  or  (c)  an  amount 
not  to  exceed  the  fee  established  by  the  governing  board  on  any  contiguous  district. 
However,  should  the  district's  preceding  fiscal  year  total  FTES  of  all  students 
attending  in  the  district  in  noncredit  courses  be  equal  to  or  greater  than  10  percent 
of  the  district's  total  FTES  of  all  students  attending  in  the  district,  the  district  in 
calculating  (a)  above  may  substitute  instead  the  data  for  current  expense  of 
education  in  grades  13  and  14  and  the  total  full-time  equivalent  students  in  grades 
13  and  14  of  all  students  attending  in  the  district. 
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The  governing  board  of  each  community  college  district  shall  also  adopt  a 
tuition  fee  per  unit  of  credit  for  nonresident  students  enrolled  in  more  or  less  than 
15  units  of  credit  per  term  by  dividing  the  fee  determined  in  the  preceding 
paragraph  by  30  for  colleges  operating  on  the  semester  system  and  45  for  colleges 
operating  on  the  quarter  system  and  rounding  to  the  nearest  whole  dollar.   The 
same  rate  shall  be  uniformly  charged  nonresident  students  attending  any  terms  or 
sessions  maintained  by  the  community  college.   The  rate  charged  shall  be  the  rate 
established  for  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  term  or  session  ends. 

Any  loss  in  district  revenue  generated  by  the  nonresident  tuition  fee  shall 
not  be  offset  by  additional  state  funding. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  which  require  a  mandatory  fee  for 
nonresidents  shall  not  apply  to  any  district  which  borders  on  another  state  and  has 
fewer  than  500  FTES." 

Pursuant  to  ECS  76141,  districts  may  also  charge  non-resident  students  who  are 
both  citizens  and  residents  of  a  foreign  country  an  amount  not  to  exceed  the  amount  that  was 
expended  by  the  district  for  capital  outlay  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  divided  by  the  total  full-time 
equivalent  students. 

For  fiscal  year  1992-93,  the  per  semester  unit  non-resident  tuition  fee  rate  was 
$1 14.00.   The  per  semester  non-resident  tuition  fee  computed  for  1993-94  for  all  districts 
statewide  is  $102.00.   The  per  unit  non-resident  tuition  fee  for  1992-93  and  1993-94  of  districts 
contiguous  to  the  SFCCD  are  as  follows:

The  1993-94  non-resident,  U.S.  citizen  tuition  fee  rate  will  be  based  on  the  College 
of  Marin's  rate  which  is  $1 16.00. 

The  total  capital  outlay  expenditure  of  all  SFCCD  funds  is  $2,455,190.00  divided 
by  the  total  FTES  of  37,004.26  and  then  divided  by  30  semester  units,  we  arrive  at  $2.21  or 
$2.00  (rounded),  as  the  additional  amount  to  be  charged  for  non-resident  students  who  are  both 
citizens  and  residents  of  a  foreign  country. 

Therefore,  the  1993-93  Non-resident,  Non-U.S.  citizen  tuition  fee  rate  is  $1 18.00 
($116.00  plus  $2.00  for  capital  outlay  expenditure).

Exemption  from  shadow  ordinance  in  regard  to  construction  of  the 
College  Library 

President  and  Members: 

Members  of  the  College  staff  have  been  in  consultation  with  officials  from  the  City 
&  County  of  San  Francisco  in  regard  to  the  construction  of  the  new  College  library.   A  problem  has 
arisen  because  an  analysis  shows  that  the  new  library,  as  proposed,  will  cast  a  shadow  on  Balboa 
Park  creating  a  conflict  with  the  City's  shadow  ordinance  (S.F.  Planning  Code  295).    Consequently, 
College  staff  members  met  and  discussed  the  shadow  problem  with  representatives  of  the  City  & 
County's  Planning  Department  (including  zoning  representatives),  Real  Estate  Department, 
Recreation  and  Park  Department,  and  City  Attorney's  Office.   The  shadow  is  of  limited  duration. 

City  &  County  representatives  have  agreed  that  the  District  has  the  ability  to 
exempt  itself  from  this  shadow  ordinance  by  means  of  California  Government  Code  53094.    City  & 
County  officials  understand  that  the  District  is  under  a  time  constraint  to  award  the  construction 
bid  on  or  before  June  30,  1 993,  and  resolving  the  shadow  issue  by  the  usual  process  may  create 
delays  such  that  the  College  cannot  award  the  construction  contract  by  June  30,  1993,  thereby 
jeopardizing  state  funding.   Therefore,  officials  of  the  City  &  County  have  agreed  that  it  is 
appropriate  for  the  Community  College  District  to  exempt  itself  from  the  local  shadow  ordinance  in 
accordance  with  above-mentioned  Government  Code. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

WHEREAS:   California  Government  Code  Section  53094  authorizes  a  community 
college  district  to  adopt  a  declaration  that  it  is  exempt  from  a  city  or 
county  zoning  ordinance  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  its  members,  and 

WHEREAS:    City  &  County  of  San  Francisco  officials  have  agreed  that  this  is  an 
appropriate  exercise  of  authority  by  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District, 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED:   That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  San  Francisco 

Community  College  District,  in  accordance  with 
Government  Code  53094,  hereby  declares  the  shadow  ordinance  of  the  City  & 
County  of  San  Francisco  (S.F.  Planning  Code  295)  to  be  inapplicable  in  regard  to 
the  construction  of  the  College  library  building,  and 

FURTHER  BE  IT  RESOLVED:   That  the  Chancellor  and/or  Vice  Chancellor, 

Administration,  shall  notify  the  appropriate  City  &

On  August  27,  1992,  the  Board  of  Trustees  adopted  Resolution  No.  920827-81, 
enacting  the  Recommended  Final  Budget  for  Fiscal  Year  1992-93.    On  December  17,  1992  the 
Board  of  Trustees  enacted  Resolution  No.  921217-B10,  amending  the  Recommended  Final  Budget 
for  Fiscal  Year  1992-93  to  reflect  less  revenue  for  growth  than  the  district  anticipated  receiving.
